CARNES IS CAPTURED 
IN CANADIAN

as Canadian law forces the court to 
order him “hold for the police of 
Atlanta, Ga.” 

A woman is believed te have caused 
the undoing and to have caused the 
eapture of Carnes, though Chief New- 
ton refuses.to reveal the source of 


_ his lip. that the mild-mannered “John 
Lewis,” prospective breakfast food 
magnate, was Carnes. 

In Winnipeg Three Weeks. 

The fugitive came to Winnipeg 
three weeks ago from Milwaukee, es- 
tablishing himself in an expensive but 
unpretentious hotel, He made  ac- 
quaintances rapidly and after a few 
days obtained a room with a_ well 
known family in the west residential 
end of the city, the section in which 
he met 2 woman with whom he has 
heen seen on the streets here. 

Chief Newton asserted late today 
that the tip came to him about four 
days ago, the person giving it saying 
that he or she had read a description 
of the missing Carnes and that the 
“John Lewis” tallied almost in every 
detail. The chief ordered Melville 
and Burnett to trail Carnes, hoping 
that something would give him away. 

In order to make identification cer- 
tain the chief wired the police depart- 
ment of St. Paul Thursday asking for 
a photograph and Bertillion measure- 
ments of Carnes. These arrived this 
morning, and the two detectives im- 
mediately were dispatched to the house 
in West End where Carnes has been 
living. He was not at home. 

The detectives returned downtown 
and took up the Carnes trail. They 
caught up with him on the street in 
mid-afternoon. 

Interviews Barred. 

Chief Newton, following

“We asked him no questions con- 
cerning his movements since leaving 
Atlanta.” Newton said. “In fact we 
sre only interested in who he is. When 
we established hbevond doubt that he 
is Carnes he was returned to his cell 
and there he will stay until te At- 
lanta authorities arrive, save for his 
appearance in court tomorrow morn- 
ing.’

Carnes is said to have 
told acquaintances here that he be- | 
ilieved this city the ideal location for 
'such a concern inasmuch as he could 
jobtain all the necessary ingredients 
| from nearby granaries and save the 
cost of shipping before the product 
'was manufactured. 

‘T'o those with whom he associated 
socially he is believed to have told 
little concerning himself, but it was 
konwn that he was from the United 
States. 

Just what steps will be taken to 
return Carnes are not known here, 
Having announced that he will waive 
extradition, there is nothing for Geor- 
gia authorities to do but present cre- 
dentials and the necessary warrants 
for taking him into their custody. 
the event that Carnes changes his 
mind and lecides to fight extradition 
several courses are open. 
such cases the Canadian authorities 
deport the prisoner to the United 
States and the American government 
has an officer awaiting him at the 
border. ‘This Eikely would be the pro- 
cedure in his case, though if he was

The remodeled Southern building at 
Spring and Mitchell streets has been 
redecorated and is ready for its new 
occupants. An annex has been con- 
structed to the south of the main build- 
ing and both sections will be joined by 
an elevated pasageway. Equipment 
for the offices already has been in- 
stalled. and beginning Monday morn- 
ing the machinery of the Southern 
headquarters will begin to function in 
Atlanta. 

According to officials of publie utili- 
ty and real estate concerns, practically 
all of the Southern employees have ar- 
ranged for their homes in advance and 
upon their arrival here will walk into 
houses and apartments, furnished and 
decorated and with all conveniences 
ready for their use. As soon as the 
announcement of the removal was 
made several months ago, officials of 
the Georgia Power company, 
Southern Bell Telephone company and 
other utility organizations began to 
make ready for the arrival of the em- 
ployees. Real estate operators were 
requested to notify the utilities of the 
sale, rental or lease of a residence 
and preparations made to install tele- 
phones and electric and gas service in 
order that. the new ‘citizens might 
step into equipped homes immediately 
on their arrival here.

NORTH CAROLINA NEGRO 


DIES IN ELECTRIC CHAIR 


Execution Recalls Sensation- 
al Scene at First 
Trial. 


Raleigh, N. C., September 28.—() 
Larry Newsome, Wayne county ne- 
gro, paid with his life this morning for 
the death of a young Wayne county 
girl. Strapped in the electric chair at 
state’s prison at 10:35 o’clock he 
was given two shocks and pronounced 
dead at 10:43 o'clock. 

The negro was tried and convicted 
twice, the first sentence being set aside 
when the supreme court found error 
in Judge Grady’s charge to the jury. 
The second sentence, also carrying the 
death penalty, was affirmed by the su- 
preme court. 

Newsome was alleged to have way- 
laid the girl one night last spring as 
she was walking across a field near 
her father’s home. Her body was found 
with her throat cut a few hours later. 
Bloodhounds followed a trail to New- 
some’s home, where a bloody knife 
and bloodstained clothing was found 
by officers. 

Arrested on Saturday, the negro 
was tried the following day at Golds- 
boro. Judge Grady sat with a revolver 


deputies attended heavily armed to 
keep down threats of a disturbance. 
Feeling was high against the negro. 

The jury brought in a verdict of 
guilty little more than an hour After 
the trial started. As he was being led 
from the courtroom an uncle of the 
girl, assisted by other relatives, af- 
tempted to seize Newsome and the 
courtroom immediately was plunged 
into confusion, 

Judge Grady brandished his revol- 
ver and Sheriff Grant fired into the 
ceiling. The murdered girl’s relatives 
flourished knives but officers rushed 
the negro out of the courtroom safely. 

The second trial was held at Pitts- 
boro while two companies of state 
militia stood. guard. There was no 
disturbance. 

The pardon commissioner has re- 
jected pleas for clemency and the su- 
preme court has refused to grant a 
new trial.

Old Venetian Palaces Remain. 

“The Novi Grad is a city of parks 
and squares and reasonably wide, 
well ordered streets, faced by rela- 
tively modern structures, Amon¢ the 
buildings are numerous old Venetian 
palaces built during the long regime 
of Venice from 1420 to 1797. 

“Modern Split, with its good quays 
and mole, is commercially the lead- 
ing port of the eastern shore of the 
Adriatic.

Babe Ruth Hits 53rd Homer 


in Rout of Detroit; Pipgras 
Pitches Entire Game. 


Detroit, September 28.—(#)—The 
Yankees clinched their sixth American 
league pennant and their third in suc- 
cession by defeating the Tigers here 
today by 11 to 6G in the third game 
of the series. The Athletics won from 
Chicago, 7 to 5, but the Yankees re- 
tained a lead of two and one-haif 
games with only two more to be 
played by each of the contenders. 

George William Pipgras, « leading 
cog in the Yankees’ remnants of a 
pitching staff, but a failure until to- 
day on this trip west, turned in the 
flag-winning victory. The Tigers 
prodded him hard, but he had a good 
lead from the start. Gibson, Stoner, 
Smith and Page failed to stop the 


Yanks. 
The Babe Hits One. 


Babe Kuth hit his 53rd home run 
in the eighth inning with Koenig on 
base. Page was then in the box for 
Detroit. Only a landslide now could 
give the Babe enough homers in bis 
two remaining games for him even to 
tie his major league record of UO set 
last year but he may possibly get two 
more to make 1928 his third best 
seuson. 

The Yankees first won the Amer- 
ican league championship in 1921 and 
vroceeded to reel off three i a row. 
Then after a second place finish in 
1924 and a dip to seventh in 1925, 
the club regained the top in 1926 for 
the start of its second run of three. 
By winning six flags the Yanks move 
into a tie with the Athletics and the 
Red Sox. eack of whom took six in 
their palmy days. 

The winving campaign of the Yan- 
kees falls naturally into three divi- 
sions. Through the first two mouths 
they were invincible, winning 39 and 
losing only eight for a percentage of 
S830. Experts were likening them to 
the famous “ubs, who won 1°6 games 
in 1906 and wondered how badly the 
champions would shatter that mark. 
Some estimates ran as high as 
games. They were thankful today to 
win their 100th. 

Yanks Increase Lead. 

Then came the awakening. The 
Yanks stumbled along .t *° gait ol 
about .550 for the next six weeks, but 
the Athletics did little better. leven 
while they were skidding the cham- 
pions retained their strange power to 
defeat the Athletics when and where 
they willed. A double victory over 
the Macks at the Ruppert stadium on 
July 1 gave Miller Huggins an ad- 
vantage of 18 and one-half g-mes. 

Next came the closing phase of the 
Yankee battle —the long war of at- 
trition in which the Yankees fought 
not so much te win as to keep from 
losing. The Athletics started on their 
way up and finally dislodged the 
champions by haN a game on Satur- 
day, Septembe- 8. Barring a few days 
early in the last three campaigns, it 

was the first time the Yankees had 
been out of the lead in three seasons. 

The Mackmen moved confidently 
into the Yankee stadium for four bat- 
tles in three playing days, but found 
the Yankees stiil pessessed their knack 
of winning from *hiladelphia when no 
other team would yield. ‘The Ilugmen 
regained the lead and broke the back 
of the Athletic drive by taking three 
out of four to run their season's rec- 
ord against the challengers to 16 vic- 
tories and only six defeats. 

That finished the Athletics. The 
Yanks gave them other chances to re- 
coup in the west but the A’s them- 
selves were faltering. 

Millions for Mackmen. 


Millions of fans were pulling for 
the Athletics, but that final debacle at 
the Ruppert stadium weaned many of 
these from the challengers. Almost 
everybody felt that if the Athletics 
did win after such a rout that the 
better team woukl be defeated.

In 
fact. it was rumored around that an im- 
portant announcement would be forthcoming 
in a week or ten days. Naturally, the first 
thing brought to mind as a possibility in 
that direction fs a move toward the segre- 
gation of its operating properties and ts 
huge investment holdings. 


NEW YORK SUN. 


Today’s stock market was decidedly irreg- 
ular. Prices rallied strongly on the op@®n- 
ing under buying influenced by brokers’ 
loans figures which incteased less than had 
been expected. A sharp reaction followed, 
however, from which it may he inferred 
that many traders had been waiting for a 
strong spot on which to liquidate. On that 
recession prices diped to new low levels 
for the movement. But in the last hour a 
fresh recovery set in under active buying 
which reduced losses generally and in some 
instances more than wiped them out. A 
singular coincidence was that the rise oc- 
curred at a time when call money abruptly 
advanced to 8 per cent. 

Most of the selling emanated from com- 
mission houses which have been preaching 
reaction for the last ten days. Professional 
specniators on the floor, who, as usual, were 
bearish. accelerated the selling movement 
by offering stocks freely. Doubtless calling 
of loans in an amount estimated at $30,- 
000,000 up to early afternoon was an Un- 
favorable influence. Radio and Atlantic Re- 
fining were leaders to suffer setbacks. The 
copper shares were disappointing those fol- 
lowers although in view of the extent of 
the recent advances a reaction was hardly 
unnatural, The selling spread to the rails 
which in contrast with their action yester- 
day reacted along with the industrials.

A number of operators of bearish inclina- 
tion who had sold A. M. Byers short all 
day yesterday were most rudely treated this 
morning by those sponsoring the market 
destinies of the stock. The major portion 
ef the 199,000 shares appears to be in strong 
hands. Of late Wall street has heard nu- 
merous rumors about the company. One is 
that the preferred will be retired and an- 
ether that the company will go on a divi- 
dend basis shortly thereafter. Then there 
is a story about the wonders of the com- 
pany’s new process for making wroucht 
iron pipe at prices to compete with steel.

Calumet and Arizona resisted the decline 
hetter than most copper shares.

FENNER & BEANE. 

New York, September 28.—Today'’s mar- 
ket passed through wide swings, opening 
strongly, breaking badly as the call money 
rate went from 6 to 7} per cent, but re- 
covering sharply in the late afternoon in 
spite of a further advance to 8 per cent 
based on special strength in Chrysler and 
a few other individual issues. 

Later recovery bore the earmarks of con- 
centrated manipulated buying and added 
to the confusing impression of the market 
in the past few days which has been de- 
clining on 6 per cent money and staging a 
substantial rally on 8 per cent money. 

Certain stocks representing excellent val- 
ues have declined in sympathy with the 
weaker tone of the market in the past few 
days. Among the most attractive of these 
at prevailing levels is Cudahy Packing, 
which next month will close one of the 
most prosperous fiscal years in its recent 
history. We would use such weak sessions as 
the market has been having lately to 
accumulate lines of Cudahy, as well as 
Sonth Porto Rico Sugar, Mid-Continent 
Petroleum, Inland Steel, Nevada and others 
of our recent recommendations. 


LIVINGSTON & CO. 


New York, September 28.—(Special.)— 
The decline at noon uncovered some very 
good support in a few issues, particularly 
in Chrysler just under 112. General Motors 
also met support around 209 and Gillette 
Safety Razor at 115. Before the afternoon 
was over those stocks had recovered sharply, 
with Chrysler reaching a new record high 
at 119 and Gillette also getting into new 
high territory above 118. Just as the decline 
in prices yesterday and this morning was 
accompanied by easing in call money rates. 
In fact. call money, which renewed at 6 
per cent, reached 8 per cent in the mid- 
afternoon. There is some gossip to the ef- 
fect, however, that time mony is slightly 
easier. with more loans being made at 72 
per cent. The action of the market gave 
every evidence of a concerted attempt to 
put certain stocks higher in order to affect 
the market in general.

New York, September 28.—(Special.)— 
The subject of brokers’ loans has perhaps 
taken up more space in current financial 
discussion than any other single item. There 
are various angles to the subject such 
as whether they are dangerously large, 
whether the nation’s credit base can sup- 
port the present total and methods of in- 
terpreting their “significance marketwise. 
There has been a widespread misunder- 
standing as to their size in particular and 
each week many people buy or sell securi- 
ties according to their varying interpreta- 
tion of the weekly figures. 

We are thinking of the loan figures 
here in a Jong pull sense. Our conclusions 
are not intended to minimize the possible 
dangers of the present large loan account 
in the stock market as it may affect the 
trend of prices in the next few weeks or 
even months. Viewed in the light of what 
may happen in the next few years we 
think loans will probably gradually con- 
tinue to increase and that this develop- 
ment will eventually be regarded as a nor- 
mal one.

In the same 
period two years ago only about $5,000,-

FENNER & BEANE. 

New York, September 28.—Cotton was 
moderately reactionary today owing to real- 
izing sales induced largely by better weather 
and more optimistic views from Texas on 
the crop of that state. Hedging was also 
of Se proportions. 

There was good steady demand for con- 
tracts from the interior but the trade seems 
to have been influenced by the more op- 
timistic views of Texas and buying by that 
branch of the trade was much lighter. 

Crop reviews from Texas indicated some 
improvement in some sections and an officer 
of the Dallas branch of the federal reserve 
bank was quoted as saying the crop out- 
look for Texas was good and that the 
state would make their second largest cot- 
ton crop in its history. This statement 
was probably based on the last govern- 
ment estimate which indicated the second 
largest crop in its history. Private observ- 
ers, however, are unanimous in saying -the 
outlook has shrunk considerably since then. 

Values may slip a little but trading sen- 
timent is bullish and market is apt to work 
higher before the next bureau. 


LIVINGSTON & CO. 

New York, September 28.—(Special.)— 
Cotton developed easier tone today on week- 
end profit-taking, moderate southern hedging 
and some professional selling for a reaction. 
We regard the setback as a natural reac- 
tion representing readjustment of the tech- 
nical position following the advance of over 
2 cents. Easy cubles, improved weather and 
a rather bearish Dallas news report regard- 
ing the situation in northwest Texas were 
influences contributing to the decline. A 
considerable portion of the offerings were 
absorbed by the trade and spot interests.

In weekly review the Dallas News re- 
ported that the cool weather during the 
week checked the rapid deterioration of the 
crop in northwest Texas, that showers did 
not relieve the general lack of moisture 
and that the plants are still shedding in most 
counties. Boll worm damage, however, it 
is said, appears to be past. 

Some selling was inflnenced today by 
a wire from Dallas, Texas, to effect that 
the assistant federal agent of the Dallas 
federal reserve bank gave out statement in 
which he said that the cotton crop of 
Texas will exceed last year and will be 
the second largest fn history. 

There is nothing new in this statément 
since returns to government indicated pro- 
duction for Texas of 5,100,000 bales. The 
previons largest Texas crop was 5,630,831 
bales in 1924. 

Recently there has heen a big adrance 
in the cotton market, due to less favorable 
erop accounts from Texas and other cot- 
ton producing states.

Friends in today from the South Atlantic 
states are very confident that territory has 
been overestimated by the government, That 
the crop has suffered severe deterioration 
there is no doubt. On the other hand there 
is always a question as to the size of the 
acreage regardless of the accuracy attempted 
in reckoning it and some have. an idea the 
acreage may be larger than reported. 

Demand for goods has improved eonsider- 
ably and mills are naturally expected to be 
good cotton buyers from now onward and 
this. to our reasoning, suggests the ad- 
visability of buying on reactions.
